AH INTERESTING MOTOR TRIP

Few people living In Lomita in 
sight of the Palos Verdes Ranch 
realize that just ovor the hills along 
the terraces of land adjoining the 
ocean lor twelve miles are magni­ 
ficent vegetable gardens, below is 
the ocean, above the terraces of tfitf 
hills reaching to the skyline, and 
between 3000 and EOOO acres of 
vegetables under cultivation by 
Japanese gardeners, and all produce 
grown entirely without irrigation.

The late rains of this season, 
which destroyed so many tons of 
hay for the California farmer, was 
the making of an abundant crop of 
vegetables and melons for these 
growers. At this time it is a most 
Interesting sight to visit these gar­

dens and see many thousands of 
boxes of tomntoes and cucumt.erf 
being so carefully packed, to be 
carried in powerful auto trucks 01 
shipped to the different marbets, 
Not only are the gardens and the 
system of marketing most wonder­ 
ful and Interesting, but th« his-- 
toric points of land and landmarks 
and tales of pioneer days along this 
c35it;~""rar told by Harry PMltps 
one day last week PI he drove a 
party of Lomita friends from Pt. 
Firmin to Redondo Beach over th 1 
Palos Verdea Ranch, consisting of 
16,000 acres of land, of which he 
was manager for over twenty-five 
years.

On leaving Lomita the party mo­ 
tored to San Pedro and visited Mr. 
Phillips' son, J. Phillips, at his new 
sales room and garage on Sixth 
street, near Pacific, which is now

under construction. Then on to H 
F. Phillips' garage, another son, on 
Pacific avenue, where Mr. Phillips 
had his Buick tuned up for the trip. 
As we motored on our way to Pt. 
Firmin Mr. Phillips pointed out the 
bluff where, as told in Dana's "Two 
Years Before the Mast," in early 
history of California traders threw 
the hides over the bluff and load 
Tfrern in snips "at anchor here 
carry them to market. Next -\ 
passed the lower reservation of Ft 
McArthur.

On reaching Pt. Firmin wo mo 
tored t<j the top of Caroline Hil 
and had a splendid view of the 
entire harbor. You could see Long 
Beach, Wilmington, San Pedro in 
rier harbor and breakwater,, wind 
ing like an immense serpent Int< 
the water, with the lighthouse at 
the far end. The submarine base 
the outer harbor, with the battle 
ships, submarines, lumber schoon­ 
ers, passenger vessels, launches, sail 
>oats. motor boats, etc., presented 
i most wonderful sight.

We then motored near the gun 
emplacements of the upper reserva­ 
tion of Ft. McArthur. The first 
point, of land to visit was White 
Point, where we saw tables and 
canopys for picknickers. Here also 
we viewed the bluff where five 
persons were killed some years ago 
when they lost their way in the 
fog and pitched over the bluff in 
an .automobile. Then a short dis­ 
tance from here we entered the 
eastern boundary line of the Paio; 
Verdes Ranch.

The next place visited was Portu­ 
guese Bend, receiving its name from 
i party of Portuguese who were in 
the whaling industry many years 
ago. After leaving here, looking 
in a northwesterly direction, you 
could see the nursery and cottage 
of F. A. Vanderlip, owner of the 
ranch. Many trees from this nur­ 
sery hav^ been transplanted onto 
the hills to beautify the surround, 
ings, as the Vanderlips come from 
New York City in the winter and 
spend several months here. As we 
neared Inspiration Point, a long, 
high point of land projecting out 
int othe ocean, Mr. Phillips pointed 
out the spot where Mr. and Mrs. 
Geo. Towns livsd when they were 
pioneer ranchers in the Palos Ver-, 
des Hills. The next place was the 
m,uch_advertised ^Cave of^ J:he 
'WTncTs," where excursion boats 
were run from Long Beach many 
years for picknickers and sight­ 
seeing parties.

Not far from here is Long Point, 
where the old steamer Newburn 
went ashore' on her trip from Mexi­ 
co to San Francisco and was wreck­ 
ed. On to Point Vincent, where 
the whistling buoy is placed for 
protection from the rocky shore in 
High tides, as it is so ajusted that 
when the tide raises it whistles, 
and is commonly referred to by 
pioneers as "Wheaterington's Bull, 
the name coming from a pioneer 
rancher, John Wheaterington, who 
awakened one night and haprd the 
noise, not knowing of this whistl­ 
ing buoy, and thought the cattle 
had got into his fields. At this 
point also the government has se­ 
cured the sight and expect to build 
a modern lighthouse for the protec­ 
tion of shipping on the coast. Near 
Pt. Vincentu is an inlet which is 
called "China Rite," and marks the 
spot where a Chinaman was caught 
and held fast by an abalone until 
the high tide drowned him.

All tile way from Pt. Vincente 
past China Bite, Resort Point, up 
to Plat Rock Point, the land has 
an elevation of from 360 to 400 feet 
above sea level. Here the hills are 
divided into fivo natural terraces 
with 300 acres of fine, rich, level 
farming land on the table-land' on 
top.

Presently we reached Malago 
Cove, which Is the northwest cor­ 
ner of the ranch. The road was' 
quite passable all the way, but in 
years to come if this road is madu 
a boulevard it will be one of thi 
most beautiful and scenic drives in 
Southern California.
